One of the victims is Engin- 
eer Patnoe, of the fruit train. A num- 
ber of men were beating their way 
on Patuoe's train, but all save five oi 
these hav© been accounted for. 


The fruit train got beyond control 


while going down a steep grade ard 
crashed into the stock train whici 
was standing on a sidine. Fifteen 
fruit cars piled on top"of the locomo- 
tive and soon were in flames, which 
the fire department was unable to ex- 
tinguish. A search of the debris was 
inaugurated at daylight.

Iii the Search For the Pole. 


While Lieutenant Peary, who has 


just returned from what ho declares 
to be his "last' dasV for the pole," 
failed to reach the goal of his ambi- 
tion, it is believed lie has contributed 
as much to the fuiid of knowledge 
about the frozen north and sacrificed 
as much in the cause as any living nrc- 
tie explorer. The most northerly point 
reached was 84 degrees 17 minutes, 
northwest of Cape Hecla, which is 
further north than any other American 
explorer has penetrated. 


Lieutenant Peary brought back with 


him perhaps the most interesting col- 
lection of curios ever taken from the 
'far north, which includes Eskimo ca- 
uoes, sledges and implements of all 
kinds, a musk ox, a walrus, ten of 
the dogs which dragged Peary's sledges 
over many a weary mile of ice, and a 
hundred other curios, large and small. 


The Natural History museum will 


reap a rich harvest as the fruit of 
Peary's labors, for he has skins and 
skeletons of all the animals which are 
hunted in the barren regions. 
The 


rarest of these is the two horned nar- 
whal, the original of the unicorn. Thet 
only specimen -which lias ever been 
seen with two horns was shot by one 
of Peary's Eskimos at Cape Sabiue. 
. In the past four years Lieutenant 
Peary has added a good deal to geo- 
graphical 
knowledge, surveying the 


northern limit of the Greenland archi- 
pelago so that it may be mapped and 
completing the task of determining the 
shape and extent of Greenland, in prog- 
ress since the Norsemen discovered it 
nearly 1,000 years ago. His part in the 
whole includes the survey of a part of 
the unknown coast of Melville bay on 
the west coast, the determination of 
the extreme northwest coast and of 
the entire north and northeast coasts 
as far south as Independence bay and 
the rectification of earlier surveys, 
making important changes in mapping 
the long, narrow 
channel leading 


through Smith sound to the part of the 
Arctic ocean washing the northern 
Shores of Greenland. In addition to his 
coast work he has traveled 2,400 miles 
on the inland ice cap, defining its 
northern termination, and has twice 
crossed 
Griunell 
Land, 
extending 


farther south the mapping of its west- 
ern shores. He will henceforth be 
known as the pioneer in extreme north- 
ern lands, the one who Avent beyond

"Ultima TJrule, as the* ancients called 
the northernmost inhabitable portions 
of the earth. 


• The Duke of the Abruzzi holds the 
record for approaching nearest the 
pole. He reached latitude 8G degrees 
33 minutes north. This was an item 
in the assorted news of the world 
which wr.s sent to Peary by the Wind- j 
•ward on its voyage to bring him home. 
Peary's point in latitude Si degrees 17 
minutes is still this side of Nansen's 
•"farthest north,"' which was 80 de- 
grees 14 minutes. It had been expected 
that if P-sary reached the eighty-fourth 
or eighty-fifth parallel that he would 
surely accomplish another five degrees 


- in safety. 


The record of the search for the pole 


Js a record of suffering and death. It 
has been going on with longer or 
shorter interruptions for 050 years. In 
some generations it has been absolute- 
ly ignored, while in others the desire 
to discover the pole and learn its 
secrets has amounted to a public pas- 
sion. 


The number of deaths, however, has 


been comparatively small, amounting 
to fewer tBan 1.000. Every man of 
them, however, was a picked man and 
a hero. Their graves are scattered all 
along the cold trail. Some have been 
despoiled by'huge burgomaster gulls, 
while others remain inviolate as when 
"left by saddened comrades of the dead. 


On Cape Sabine is the solitary grave 


of Professor August Sonntag, the as- 
tronomer, genius of the nays expe- 
dition Qf 1800. 
TTVO bones and the 


skull, whitened by long exposure, are 
ell that remain of this hero. 


On Littleton island, not far from 


the grave of Professor Sonntag, is that 
'of Christian Ohlsen, who was buried 
here by Dr. Kane's expedition in 1S53.

Deliberately I'lacex IIliiiNvlf In (lie 
Path of the Liiw—UiinucccMMful At- 
tempt to Ilrcuk Into Philadelphia 
Penal Institution. 


Count Rocco Dianovitch, scion of the 


noble house of Lessa, Austria, is a 
broken hearted man, says the Phila- 
delphia Press. 


For several days the count has been 


loitering about the city in tbe v/ilu 
hope that he might be arrested on a 
minor charge and sent to prison. Just 
as he was about to have his ambition 
realized the other day a Nemesis, in 
the shape of Magistrate Kochersperger, 
dashed his hopes to the ground, and 
Count Rocco as a result is a wanderer 
about the city's streets again, with his 
desire still ungratilied. 


Count Rocco, for the edification of 


those who are not up on the history of 
the house of Lessa, is a student of 
penology, who years ago fell into dis- 
favor at court because of the extraor- 
dinary measures he took to study life 
in the various prisons of the world. 
When but a mere boy, he became a 
profound student in tbe science of 
sociology, and so absorbed did he con- 
tinue that on coming to man's e*tate 
lie decided on a tour of the world, dur- 
ing which he could study Jife from its 
criminal aspect and especially that por- 
tion of it spent behind the bars. 


Accordingly he entered upon a de- 


liberate career of minor criminal of- 
fenses. 
This was in order that he 


might become a prisoner in every sense 
of the word and study the various 
jails to which he might be sent as a 
law breaker. For years he has been 
following such a life, and as a result 
he has seen the inside of England's 
famous prison at Portland: he has 
slept in dungeons in Spain; kept meas- 
ure to the? lockstep in southern chain 
gangs and borne the misery of life in 
the mine prisons of Siberia and the 
jails of Melbourne and Sydney, on the 
other side of the globe. 


Wherever he goes he secures the 


signature of the head jailer to show 
that he has "done time" and likewise 
the city seal from the mayor in the 
town where the prison is located. In 
this way he has filled a bulging volume 
that bears the signature of jailers from 
one end of the worfd to the other. 


One of the jails in America he has 


never succeeded in studying to his sat- 
isfaction is old JMoyamensiug, in South 
Philadelphia. Three years ago he suc- 
ceeded in having himself arrested in 
this city, but wlien the police learned 
that he was a count they turned him 
out after a few hours' imprisonment. 


A few days ago the count turned up 


confident in the belief that his noble 
lineage had been forgotten by the po- 
lice, and, disguised as a tramp, he 
sauntered around the city, loitering 
about corners and at times even stand- 
ing in the very path of policemen, but 
for some strange reason every wielder 
of the baton gave him an icy stare and 
passed by without<even so much as the 
customary warning to "move on." 


Count Rocco was about losing heart 


when he reached the corner of Eighth 
and Chestnut and saw Policemen Starr 
and Shriver ordering some loungers 
away from the front of Green's hotel. 
The count's face brightened at once. 
His eyes fairly beamed as he ap- 
proached the policemen and scented 
trouble. 


The appearance of the count in his 


disguise at once aroused the already 
heated ire of the policemen, and they 
made a combined spring for him. 


''What you arrest me for?'' he de- 


manded, with all the appearance of a 
man who is really angry. 


"Drunk and disorderly,"' said the po- 


lice in unison. 


The count groaned. That would have 


meant at the most discharge in the 
morning or at least a few days in the 
house of correction- 
Then a bright 


idea struck him. He resisted arrest. 
The police—poor, deluded mortals—fell 
into this trap at once. They declared, 
in righteous wrath, they would charge 
him with every crime short of felony, 
and at last, with a beatific smile, the 
nobleman walked along with tbe docil- 
ity of a lamb. 


Iu the morning Magistrate Kocher- 


sperger learned that the prisoner was 
a man of noble blood.

This resembles tho bite of a 11 y, and 
to drive off the nuisance ho will bring 
down his nose to his breast. This you 
accept as "Yes" and immediately re- 
ward him by foe-ding him a lump of 
sugar or some other triile that lie fike.s. 
Kepeat the operation till he brings 
down his head :it the slightest move- 
ment of your hand toward his breast 
By degrees yon can substitute a simple 
downward 
movement of the hand, 


which is less noticeable to an onlook- 
er, but equally effective. 


Standing in the same position, prick 


him lightly with a pin on the top of his 
neck. He will at once shake bis head, 
which is accepted as "Xo;" then re- 
ward him as before. Repeat this until 
be shakes his head at the le:ist upward 
movement of the hand. This signal, 
.is he learns his lesson more perfectly, 
can be gradually lessened until it is 
very slight indeed. To say "Yes" or 
"No" is a very simple trick, and yet 
there is none that shows to better ad- 
vantage. Of course when a horse 1ms 
thoroughly learned to obey the signals 
you can ask him some questions and 
then, by the motion of your hand, 
make him say "Yes" or "No'' as you 
please. 


To teach a horse to shake hands, fas- 


ten a short strap to one fore foot below 
the fetlock. Then, standing in front of 
the horse and having the strap in your 
hand, say, "Shake hands." and imme- 
diately pull up his foot and take it in 
your hand. Then, still holding the foot, 
reward and caress him exactly as you 
would if he had given it to you of his 
own accord. Keep repeating the oper- 
ation, being careful to reward him only 
while his foot is in your hand. He will 
very soon learn to give you his foot 
the moment you reach your hand to- 
ward it 


To teach a horse to lie down at a 


word of command first select a good, 
smooth piece of greensward, where he 
will not hurt himself. Harness him 
with a surcingle and bridle and strap 
up his off fore foot. A common breech- 
ing strap is best for this, the short 
loop around his foot between the fet- 
lock and the hoof and the long one 
around his forearm. • Fasten one cud 
of a strap to the near fore foot below 
the fetlock, pass the other end up 
through the surcingle and take it in 
your right hand and the bridle rein in 
your left hand. Push him slightly, and 
the moment he steps pull sharply on 
the strap. 


This of course will bring him to his 


knees. If he is a horse of any spirit, 
he will generally fight very pertina- 
ciously before he goes down; but. hav- 
ing the use of only his two hind legs, 
he soon becomes weaned and rests 
with his knees en the ground. Now 
pull his head toward you, and he will 
fall over the other way. 


Hold him down for some minutes, 


meanwhile speaking to him very sooth- 
ingly. Feed him lumps of sugar; in 
fact, make as much as possible of him 
wlUle in this position. Then release 
him and repeat the iesson. He soon 
learns to lie down very readily, and
